“Be not drunk with wine 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

Here the Spirit is compared 
to wine. Those intoxicated on 
wine are often cheerful, joyous, 
talking to themselves, singing 
and having a good time, as 
they think, regardless of per- 
sons or circumstances. On ‘the 
day of Pentecost, when the 
hundred and twenty were filled 
with the Spirit, they surely 
must have been acting like 
drunk men. * ' 

The multitude that came to- 
gether were confounded and 
amazed, and said, What does all 


this mean? Surely these people ' 
peculiar, | 


who are acting so 
have gotten some new wine 
somewhere and are all drunk. 

3ut, no, they were not drunk 
on wine, but were intoxicated 


with the Spirit, and were 
speaking in other tongues as 


the Spirit gave utterance: sing- 
ing, shouting, dancing and 
making melody in their hearts 
unto the Lord. 

Those who drink wine will 
take the last dollar and spend 
it for whiskey. They don’t heed 
their needy condition; they 
don’t care for 
or comfortable homes; but 
while they are filled with wine, 
they think themseives rich and 
fee! stromg and brave. 


Those filled with the Spirit 
are often in destitute circum- 
stances, but you can’t discour- 
age them by talking -of their 
trials: they will smile and say, 
we know that all things work 
together for good to them that 
love the Lord; we are learning 
that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience, and we all want more pa- 
tience; so if men _ smite, 
persecute us, and say all man- 
uer of evil against us falsely, 
we won't grieve and complain, 
fire back at them and try to 
get even with them; but we 
will rejoice and be exceedingly 
glad, and leap for joy. When 
we first received this wonder- 
ful filling of the Spirit, some of 
our friends thought it strange 
that we were taking off after 
those holy people, who claimed 
to live above sin; and would 
say, you are just deluded, and 
it won’t be long until you will 
be back with us. Now you had 
just as well talk to a man that 
is drunk on wine, and try to 
get him to behave himself, as 
to talk to those filled with the 
Spirit of God. We know where- 
of we speak. AS we pray and 
study the blessed Word of God, 

and yield ourselves over to the 

Holy Ghost, our capacity to 
receive the Spirit increases, 
and our eyes are open to _— see 
more of the deep things of God. 

“It is written: Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that 
love him. But God hath re- 
vealed them unto us by his 
Spirit.” So we go on our way 
rejoicing, speaking to ourselves 
in psalms and hymns and spir- 
itual songs; singing and mak- 
ing melody in our hearts tothe 
Lord.

I heard a dear sister testify, 
how, when she and her ,hus- 
hand first were filled with the 
Spirit, the enemy was so _ en- 
raged that men would come to 
their doors ‘with clubs in their 
hands and forbid them having 
prayer meeting; but they were 
as bold 2s a lion, and went on 
with thelr prayer meeting, and 
God confirmed the Word with 
signs and wonders, 


Men drunk on wine are so 
dead to themselves and_= sur- 
roundings, they fight and get 


all bruised, and scratched up— 
some ore can slash them sev- 
eral times with a knife,—still 
they don’t seem to mind it. 


Those filled with the Spirit 
will hazard their lives for the 
sake of the gospel. Many times 
a howling ~ mob will stand 
around and make their threats, 
but where sin abounds grace 
does much more abound. 


Paul and Silas didn’t give 
down | because they were 
cast intothe prison; stripped of 
their clothing, their backs beat- 
en and their feet made fast 
in the stocks, but at midnight 
they had a little prayer 
ing. Why? Because they were 
filed with the Spirit. Stephen 
didn’t murmur when he was 
wrongfully accused; cast out of 
the city, and stoned to death. 
But, he, being full of the Holy 
thost, looking up” steadfastly 
into heaven, saw the glory of 
God and Jesus standing on the 
right hand of God. Those filled 
with wine are very often taken 
by law, hand cuffed, and put 
behind the bars. 


Notice how Herod, the King, 
stretched forth his hand to per- 
secute the Christians. He killed 
James, the brother of John, 
with the sword, and put Peter 
in prison; but prayer was made 
without ceasing (by. the 
Church) unto God for him. Be- 
hold an angel stood by him, 
and touched him on the side, 
and said, “Arise quickly,” ‘and 
his chains, or hand cuffs, fell 
off his hands, and Peter went 
free. Notice again, how Peter 
and John was brought before 
Annas, the high . priest; and 
were ‘put in prison _ because 
a notable miracle had _ been 
done, which was manifest 
to all that dwell in Jerusalem, 


and they couldn’t deny it. But 
in order that it spread no 


farther, they straitly threat- 
ened them not to speak any 
more in Jesus’ name. Peter and 
John, being full of the Spirit, 
were as bold as a lion and said, 
“Whether it be right in the 
sight of God, to hearken unto 
you, more than unto God, 
judge ye.” And being let go 
they went to their own com- 
pany. ne . 

Did they, too, become fear- 
ful and give down, because of 
their persecutions? No, 
But said, “Now Lord, be- 
hold their threatenings and 
grant unto thy servants, that 
with all boldness they may 
speak thy word by stretching 
forth thy hand to heal, and 
that signs and wonders. may 
be done, in-the name of thy 
holy child Jesus.”

THE LOST BATTLE

It would be well to read the 
6th chapter of Joshua, and to 
notice What a great victory was 
won through obedience. That 
of Jericho 
was taken; but I notice that in 
the 7th chapter, another battle 


; was begun and lost, all on the 


account of one man’s disobedi- 
ence, Joshua having had such 
success in taking Jericho, begins 
another battle, but in this peo- 
ple began to suffer defeat and 


go down from the very first. 
Now I fancy I can hear the 
groans of Joshua over that 


great loss. His heart no doubt 
was troubled, but in verse 10 I 
hear God speak to him telling 
him to get up. I can almost see 
Joshua ‘getting up and wiping 


his tear-stained face, and can 
hear God say that Israel has 


sinned: but Joshua must clear 
himself, If he does not God _ is 
going to withdraw Himself from 
him. 

“Up, sanctify the people, and 
say, Sanctify yourselves against 
tomorrow: for thus saith the 
Lord God of {srael, There is an 
accursed thing in the midst of 
thee, O Israel: thou canst not 
stand before thine enemies, un- 
til ye take away the accursed 
thing from among you.” Now 
we see Joshua calling tribes and 
families and households before 
him. Then they come, 


lman by man, and at last comes 


aman by the name of Achan; 
and I hear Joshua say unto him, 
“My son, give, I pray thee, glory 
to the Lord God of Israel, and 
make confessions, unto him; 
and tell me now what thou hast 
done, hide it not from me.” Then 
I can hear Achan answer, with 
his trembling voice, ‘Indeed I 
have sinned against the Lord 
God of Israel, and thus and thus 
have I done.” Poor’ broken- 
hearted Joshua, I can almost 
see him as he listens to the sad 
story of Achan, who continues 
to explain, ‘““When I saw among 
the spoils a goodly Babylonisk 
garment, and two hundred 
shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, 
then I coveted them, and took 
them; and behold, they are hid 
in the earth in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it.” 
Then wesee Joshua sending 
messengers into the tent, and 
they bring the wedge, the silver, 
and the garment out of the 
midst of the tent. Let us now 
call your attention to what be- 
came of Achan, his sons, daugh- 
ters, and stock. I hear Joshua 
cry out unto him saying, “Why 
hast thou troubled us? the Lord 
shall trouble thee this day. And 
all Israel stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with 
fire, after they had stoned them 
with, the stones.” 

I wonder if we 
Achans today with their gar- 
ment and silver and golden 
wedge. What do these typify? 
The garment typifies envy, the 
silver strife,/ and the golden 
wedge malice. Notice these lit- 
tle tiny things stop the battle, 
keep God from blessing, and 
send souls down to hell. Why? 
Because envy binds, ties 
down and tangles’ the feet. 
Strife is heavy, and _ pulls 
down, causing the  preach- 
ing to be of no effect. A little 
malice, which is -the golden 
wedge, binds and blocks the 
whole thing. Then the poor 
preacher, if he cannot get these 
little things brought to the 
altar, and pitched out of the 
camp, he will not be able to 
make much progress for the 
Lord’s work at this place. 

The destruction of Achan and 
his family is just a picture of 
what these little things will do 
for us. We notice that the little 
things Achan practised invited 
God’s wrath upon him and his 
family. A little strife or envy in 
the heart of the parents will 


have any 





cause the same to be bred in 


the lives of the children, and 
cause them to be lost if they 
do not turn away from such 


things. I believe there is a host 
of dear boys and girls who have 
once known God in His power, 
but today they are back in the 
world, in sin and away from 
God, Why? Because their par- 
ents, like Achan, have some- 
thing hidden. They will stand 
with tear filled eyes and say, 
“Pray that my boy or girl may 
be saved.” or “That they 
may get back to God,” and they 
themselves cannot reach Heay- 
en with their prayers because 
of the garment, silver or 
golden wedge hidden some- 
where, I fear there are a good 
many Achans; and if only the 
Achans would be lost over these 
little things hidden in the earth, 
or in their lives, it would not be 
so bad; but their children, their 
friends, their neighbors, and 
God only knows'how many, it
